The inivantHgea of our free port liave not 
yet been sufficiently ventilated ; more par- 
ticularly with reference to muking ibis place 
the emporium t»f foreign, raerchandrte for 
the Pacific. When trie question becomes 
well irenlilated abroad, it cannot but be 
appreciated and our importers largely in- 
creased in numbers. We may lake the 
wine trade of Sun I'rancisco to illustrate this. 
In 1SG0 the imports of foreign wines were 
74 hhd.s; 13,380 casks, GO gallons each ; 1,6" U 
half uas.k* ; 2,76-1 quarter rsasks j 172 harrels-; 
1.99.) octaves ; 30,430 baskets ; 6 15.66U oases. 
In the same year there was exported from 
that port — 088 pipes and easks ; 13 half 
casks; 173 quarter casks; 208 barrels^ fi 
octaves; o'J kegs ; 5,360 cases j I, W0 bask- 
ets. Last year, 1861, the impotts of wine 
were: 34 hhds ; 5,458 casks, 60 gallons 
each; 750 half casks; 1,325 quarter casks, 
125 barrels; 883 oetaves ; 19,597 baskets; 
50.261 cases. The exports of wines fair 
the sain- period were :— 721 pipes and casks; 
1 half cask; 214 quarter casta ) 35S harrels 
37 octaves ; 52 kegs ; 7.376 cases : 957 
ets ; and 49 packages. 

From th"se figures, it will be ob 
that the imports of wines weie not S( 
last year as 

t tie exact cause may be for this falling off;

Dbadi.t Weapon. — An English cotem- 
porary has inspected a most formidable and 
deadlv weapon, invented and patented by 
Messrs. Dnwiri and Rodgers, Rockingham 
Works, Sheffield, called the Breech Loading 
Pistol Knife. It is a neat and portable in- 
strument of warfare, with a bowie and other 
useful knives attached ; aim a box to non- 
lain the charges, which are in one piece, 
and the cap, powder and bullet are cast 
together. It is loaded at the breech, and 
can be charged and fired twelve times per 
minute— will kill at a distance ol lfiO or 
170 yards, ami is, without exception, the 
most compact instrument of warfare wo 
have ever seen.
